the decree of the Recorder requiring him to 
give up possession of his house. 


Mr. W. Beattie (instructed by Mr. H. H. 
Jones) appeared for the plaintiff and respon 
dent; and Mr. J. M. Whitaker (instructed 


by Messrs. Moorhead and Wood) for the de- 
fendant and appellant. 

The case was taken as governing a number 
of similar appeals by different tenants against 
the same landlord. 

Mr. Beattie said the Recorder had made a 
decree in each cave, and he thought his 
learned friend would admit that at that time, 
according to the state of the law, there was 
no option but to grant decrees. The landlord 
had served notices-to quit and got ejectments 
in the ordinary course. Since the decrees 
were granted in the court below the Lill re- 
stricting the increase of rent had become law, 
in which Act it was laid down that no person 
should be evicted from their holdings so long 
as they continued to pay the rent and ob- 
served the conditions of tenancy. Counsel 
argued that his lordship had.no jurisdiction 
to hear the appeal, as a sub-section of the 
Act provided that the Court which made the 
mag order, if it were of opinion that the 
order would not have been made if the Act 
had been in, operation when the order was 
made, should rescind or vary the order. He 
sulunitted, therefore, there was no right of

| An Imperial Policy. 


We Nie had a good deal of “ straight 
talk” (from Mr. Hughes, the Prists 
Minister of Australia, during his visit to 
Great Britain; but in all his remarkable 
series of specced he has never spoken “ 
more plainly than he spoke in London 
yesterday. Mr. Hughes is doing a great 
Imperial . service. He is engaged in 
‘shattering a comfortable illusion which 
threatened to take root in the Mother 
Country as a result of the magnificent 
responsé of the Dominions to the demands 
of the war. That magnificent: response 
has had in some respects a narcotic effect. 
Before the war there existed a widespread 
feeling, on the truth of which, Germany 
reckoned with sure confidence; that the 
loosely knit fabric of the British Em- 
pire would split at the first serious 
shock into its individual elements. The 
actual experience of the war has given a 
signal demonstration that this gloomy ex-. 
pectation was unfounded; but there is 
some danger that the reaction may carry 
us too far. There is a danger of our 
being led to think that the bond of Im- 
perial sentiment is, after all, strong 
enough, and that we. need not bestir our- 
selves to invest this sentiment with some 
thing more actual, and found upon a 
union of hearts an organic unity of 
Empire.| Against any such illusion—for 
it is an illusion—it is the mission of Mr.

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
BRAVERY. 

A supplement to the London Gazette pub- 
lished last night contains an extract from the 
(razette of India giving short accounts of th 
action at Spina Khaisora in the Tochi 
1915, and of the action 
at Miramshah in the Tochi Valley on the 
26th March, 1915. Tie Governor-General in 
Council concurs in the opinion expressed by 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief re- 
garding the manner in which the operaticvns 
referred to were carried out by Major-General 
H. O'Donnell, C.B., D.S.0., and Brigadier- 

General V. B. Fane, C.B., respectively. 
Simla, the 18th September, 1915. 

From the Chief of the General Staff to the 
Secretary to the Government of India, Army 
Department. 

I am directed to forward for the informa- 
tion of the Government of India short accounts 
of the action at Spina Khaisora in the Tochi 
Valley, 7th January, 1915, and of the action 
at Miramshah in ‘the Tochi Valley on the 
26th March, 1915. 

In the action at Spina Khaisora, Major- 
General H. O'Donnell, C.B., D.S.O., was in 
command of the troops, and in the action at 
Miramshah, Brigadier-General V. B. Fane, 
C.B., was in command. 

His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
considers that Major-General O'Donnell and 
Brigadier-General Fane carried out the re- 
spective operations in an able manner. 

His Excellency recommends that these 
accounts be published in the Gazette of India. 
ACTION AT SPINA KHAISORA IN THE 

TOCHI VALLEY ON 7th JANUARY, 
1915. 

On the 7th January, 1915, operations were 
carried out by the Bannu Movable Column 
and a portion of the North: Waziristan Militia 
with a view to defeating a large Khostwal 
Lashkar that had crossed into British terri- 
tory and attacked Spina Khaisora post. - 

Of the British troops only the North 
Waziristan Militia were actually engaged with 
the enemy, but the operations were very suc- 
cessful, the enemy losing some 50 or 60 men 
killed and being driven in confusion over ‘the 
frontier. 

In hig report on the sees action Ata jor- 
General O'Donnell states that great credit is 
due to the North Waziristan Militia for the 
dash and spirit they displayed in the action 

ainst great odds and after a long march. 
He brings to notice the undermentioned 
officers and men in the following terms :— 
Names of British officers and Indian ranks of 

the North Waziristan Militia recommended 
for recognition for conspicuous bravery and

ACTION AT MIRAMSH. AH IN THE TOCHI 

VALLEY ON 26th MARCH, 1915. 

On the 26th March, 1915, the Banna 
Movable Column, together with a portion of 
the North Waziristan Militia, the whole under 
the command of Brigadier-General V. B. Fane, 
C.B., moved out from Miramshah and 
attacked a large Khostwal Lashkar, estimated 
at 7,000 to 8,000 men, which was threaten- 
ing ‘that place. 

The attack was entirely successful. The 
enemy's losses were estimated at 200 killed 
and 900 wounded, and they retreated rapidly 
across the frontier. “ur success was largely 
due to the skilful manner.in which a column 
under Major 4G. . Scott, Commandant, 
North Waziristan Milifia, by means of a 
night march, gained a position in rear of the 
enemy by the time the British frontal attack 
commenced. i 

In his report on the above action Brigadier- 
General Fane brings to notice the good work 
done by Major Scott's column, and especially 
commends Major G. B. Scott, North Wazir- 
istan Militia, and Majer J. B. Macfarlan, 
Royal Artillery, for their services.

I see that Mr. Pemberton Billing is 
under the impression that the great air- 
raid on Zeebrugge this merning is the 
direct sequel of his election to the House 
of Commons. It may be so, and in any 
.case the Admiralty is not likely to give 
away any of its secrets; but should 
think it more probable that a raid em- 
ploying so many machines, and involving 
the co-operation of French and Belgian 
aviators with our own, was an undertak- 
ing which had to be planned some weeks 
in advance.. 

“It is natural enough that the Inhabitants 
ef the Kent coast towns attacked by the 
German seaplanes yesterday should think 
that more might be done for their protec- 
tion. This is the fourth of these Sunday 
raids this year. The difficulty of dealing 
with these sudden irruptions . of high- 
powered machines is obvious, for they can 
usually drop their bombs and be off before 
our aeroplanes can ascend to meet them. 
It has been suggested that’a regular air 
patrol of the Kent coast should be insti- 
tuted, and that, no matter whether a raid 
is expected or not, one of our planes 
should ascend at frequent intervals—say, 
every half-hour—and make a tour of the 
exposed area. Provided that we have 
enough machines to spare, this seems a 
good proposal. 

In the meantime, the Government might 
do something to blunt the edge of the 
eriticisms upon our anti-aircraft defence 
if they would give some account of its 
actual achievements in warding off attacks. 
We know that there has been no air-raid 
upon London since October 13, but we do 
not. kgow how many such raids have been 
attempted and have been driven off by 
our guns and deroplanes before they could 
get near enough to be dangerous. Why 
should not the Government publish a 
summary-—-of course, omitting dates, 
places, and everything else likely to be of 
use to the enemy—stating how many such 
attempts there have been in the last live 
months? Nothing would do more, to 
strengthen public confidence. 

It is said to-day that Flight-Commander 
Bone, who brought down the German 
raider, happened to be at Westgate only 
' for the day on a visit. This was unlucky 
for the raider. Flight-Commander Bone | 
Is a London man. and, after spending four 
years in the submarine branch of the naval 
service, was trained as an aviator at East- 
church, and obtained his pilot’s certificate 
in 1913. Early last year he went to Dun- 
kirk and did much useful work over the 
Flanders front. 

How foolish it is to stand in the street 
during an air raid is demonstrated by an 
incident at Ramsgate yesterday. A man 
stood watching one of ‘the German raiders 
through his field glasses when a bomb 
from another fell not twenty yards from 
him. He was unhurt, but it is probable 
that he will keep indoors in future when 
raiders are about.

BRITISH SHIPS BOMBARD

MR. BILLING, M.P., AND THE

“ The news is capital,’ said Mr. Pemberton 
Billing, M.P., to an Lvening Standard re- 
presentative who conveyed the Admiralty 
message to him of the raid on Zeebrugge. . 

‘* I think the raid is a direct reply to East 
Herts. This is the first raid of any magnitude 
that English aeroplanes have undertaken to 
my knowledge over enemy territory for quite 
a considerable time. 

“ All we want now is a sound organisation 
for a great raid service and for these raids 
to be regularly carried out, and not spasmodi- 
cally, as at present, and not for them to be 
considered events, as they are now, but just 
as automatic as the operations of the fighting 
forces in the field. 

“We have got to see how best we can im- 
mediately employ the existing material and 
organise a gigamtic raiding fleet, just as our 
Navy is purely a raiding teet on the seas. As 
surety as day follows day, so surely ought 
raids follow raids, until the Germans are ex- 
nausted.’’

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FURTHER VICTIMS. 


The Dover death roll in Sunday s air raid 
is now five, a. little girl having died in 
hospital from imjuries received. One woman 
was blown off her bicycle by a bomb. 

A boy aged nine died at Ramigate Hospital 
yesterday morning, thus making the fifth 
victim in the town—five children and a man. 
A public meeting will be held in Ramagate in 
regard to the air raids. The Mayor went to 
London yesterday morning to interview the 
authorities. It is stated that if proper warning 
had been given, the lives of the children might 
have been saved, for they would not have 
been sent to Sunday school, While on the 
way there they were killed.

RAMSGATE’S PROTEST. 

At a crowded meeting at Ramsgafe last 
night, the Mayor said that they were law- 
abiding citizens, and obeyed what the Govern- 
ment of the day thonght necessary for their 
protection; but the time had arrived when 
they should throw sentiment to the winds, 
and insist upon better protection than was 
being afforded them. They in Ramsgate, he 
said, were simply living in a fool's paradise. 
In the latest raid it was not until the bombs 
were dropping. that the syren was sounded, 
Had the alarm been sounded earlier children 
going to Sunday school would not have lost 
their lives. In London he had interviewed 
Mr. Joynson-Hicks and Mr. Pemberton 
Billing, and he was hopeful that certain ques- 
tions would be put to the Government in the 
House of Commons to-day. The Mayor sub- 
mitted a resolution. which had been passed 
by the Council meeting. protesting against 
“the lack of warning, given in time, of the 
approach of enemy aircraft, and suggesting 
that on the apponch of enemy aeroplanes the 
police should be notified, so that they could 
at once warn the public. The resolution also 
declared that the present. arrangements with 
respect to warning the town were extremely 
unsatisfactory. The Mayor added that in 
London that. day he was informed that the 
Allied raid on Zeebrugge was the first result 
of pressure put upon the Government. The 
resolution was carried unanimously. 


PRECAUTIONS AT BIRMINGHAM. 


' The Birmingham Watch Committee yester- 
day decided that in future no public warning 
of the approach of enemy aircraft should be 
given, and also decided upon a revised list of 
precautionary measures to be taken. Muni- 
tion and other works of utility will be in- 
formed, and those im at night will im- 
mediately extinguish the lights. No steam 
hooters are to be sounded, but on the police 
receiving notice of approaching aircraft the 
street lamps will be extinguished, and all 
trams and other vehicles stopped and lights 
extinguished. The gas will not be cut off at 
the gas works, nor will the electric power be 
cut off, but the lighting restrictions must be 
strictly observed. No matches must be struck 
in the streets. Darkness and silence are es- 
sential, and the public are warned to seek 


safety under cover.

true and appropriate end and climax of that 
grew historical evolution is a free, yet united, 
Empire, united in the separate parts while 
none of those separate parts is hampered by 
belonging to the whole. 

MR. HUGHES. » 

Mr. Hughes, in his speech, declared that, 

although we had started late, we were most 
ipasóes gu in earnest. Britain is thoroughly 
aroused. It is stirred to its very depths. 
Like a strong man called upon to fight for his 
life, who casts his outer garments aside, and 
strips to the buff, so stilted conventions, party 
shibboleths, cherished doctrines, have been 
put away, and quietly, but determinedly, the 
nation is throwing its whole energy into the 
fight. To mé what is at once the most ap- 
pealing and hopeful sign is the unanimity 
with which the people recognise the futility of 
their former views of national and economic 
life. They are ready to scrap ow’ rpm, in 
which they formerly believed in order to en- 
sure a decisive victory over our . enemy. 
Emphasising the view which he expressed re- 
cently, that the trade policy.of Britain after 
the war ought to be declared without delay, 
the Australian Premier said :—‘‘ We must see 
what Britain and the various parts of the 
Empire, too, can produce, not cule with com- 
mercial, but with nationa! profit. We must ex- 
jloit every opportunity, develop every resource. 
Ve’must, above all, see that our industries 
are not dependent upon the raw materials 
which our potential or actual enemies control. 
We ought not to commit the criminal error of 
building up our industries upon a foundation 
controlled by the enemy. What stupendous 
folly it was that placed in the hands of Ger- 
many the monopoly of Tungsten powder, es- 
sential for hardening our steel, and the con- 
trol of the metals which enter into the warp 
and woof of our industrial life, and which are 
the drawbridge to national safety. This war 
has rung the death-knel], now, of a policy of 
cheapness that took no thought for the social 
and industrial welfare of the workman, that 
mistook mere wealth for greatness, no matter 
whether the wealth was in our bands or those 
of German Jews. This is our hour, exclaimed 
Me. Hughes, our cpportunity, which, being 
let slip, will pass for ever. Two things are 
certain—that if we are to have a change we 
must begin to_prepare for it at once, and that 
the present declaration of our unalterable 
determination to make this change, and our 
preparations towards that. end, would not 
only make easier our task of eradicating Ger- 
man influence here, but strike a vital blow at 
the very heart of our enemy. which would 
put him to more confusion than the loss of 
many battles, If our Allies follow our lead, 
as I believe they would, German credit and 
German confidence in ultimate victory would 
topple like a house of cards. Let us, then do 
this obvious and sensible thing without any 
further delay. “

Colonel Hill Trevor was half-brother of Baron 
Trevor, whose seat is in Denbighshire, and 
served for several years in the Bombay Artil- 
lery Volunteers. e had not been in robust 
health for some months, and recently under- 
werft an operation for appendicitis. he news 
of his tragic death has created much regret in 
Belfast, where he was well known as a con- 
scientious and capable officer.

THE CANAL. 

It is not so easy as it seems to get to the 
new front, First a motor car; then a motor 
launch along the Canal. The Canal is always. 
interesting. It is more interesting now than 
ever. In spite of the Turco-German menace, 
ships that prove the maritime might of Britain 
ne of the Greater Britain beyond the seas 
still up and down between Suez and 
Port Said, Ma oy and unharmed. A 
hundred and. fifty miles away, at Beersheba, 
the Turkish headquarters are no nearer their 
goal than fhey were a year ago. A patrol 
away out in the desert, a spy caught swim- 
ming the Canal—these are the only near evi- 
dences of possible attack. At Tussum a 
cross above the German officer's grave is a 
landmark. of last year's abortive attack. Out 
in the desert a few huddled corpses—skin 
and bene and faded clothing—from which 
their covering of sand has blown, are still 
grimmer reminders of the fight. The beams 
for a bridge lie farther afield—evidences of 
dogged persistence and unwarranted optimism 
on the part of our friend the enemy. He 
failed miserably then; he will fail again. 


ACROSS THE DESERT. 
Leaving our launch, we climb a sloping 
roadway on the eastern bank, and find our- 
selves at a divisional headquarters. The zig- 
zag line of the old trenches, with their en- 
tanglements of barbed wire, are still there. 
Every man, every horse, every mule, every 
camel is at work.

It was arranged that Roewer should 
cross the Atlantic in his wife’s cabin trunk. 
In order to effect this, he was obliged to 
undergo a preliminary anti-obesity. cure for 
three months before embarking. At first the 
scheme proved successful. The lady ‘oceupied 
two special rooms on board the ship; and 
Roewer hid in an ordinary large trunk during 
the daytime, breathing through a specially 
made ventilator under the name plate, and 
enjoyed liberty at night, none on board sus- 
pecting anything, though some of the pas- 
sengets expressed surprise at the lady’s huge 
appetite. All meals were served in her cabin. 
and an extra supply of sandwiches ordered 
every night. At Kirkwall Roewer left the 
trunk, as he feared the British inspection, and 
was caught in a small packirig room.
